Contrary to popular opinion, the 
Alhambra is not dead and gone, 
soon to become a Safeway. Due 
to some last-minute dealing, the 
Save the Alhambra Committee 
now has until January Ist to 
come Up. with the $600,000 
needed to buy the place from 
Safeway. 

They currently are past the 
halfway mark in the fund-raising 
drive and have embarked upon a 
series of benefits in the theatre, 
beginning last Thursday night 
and lasting right up until the end 
of the time extension 

The only way to save the 
theatre is to support the theatre, 
so tell your friends to come 
along to some of the shows 
coming up. Spread the word that 
the Alhambra is not dead, as 
most people don't seem to 
realize that there is still time to 
Save it 

The community wanted to save 
the place originally but due to 
the short time given to raise the 
funds, the first drive fell 
through. 

Now we have a second chance. 
If the city can spend millions of 
dollars on a new Convention 
Center with a hall that holds just 


over 2,000 people, then 
certainly we, the people, can 
raise $600,000 to save 

Sacramento’s best- known 
landmark outside of the Capitol 
and Sutter's Fort 
Just think: the architectural 
firm that designed the 
Convention Center estimates 
that to build another Alhambra 
today would cost over six 
million dollars-—- what a bargain 
we're getting for $600,000.

An effort was made to save the 
Alhambra Theatre Thursday 
night (Nov. 9) but nobody came 
Well, not exactly nobody, but 
the theatre was not’ even 
one-quarter filled. (The Friday 
night row was about three 
times as lorge, but then the

Lack of publicity and 
incomplete planning were 
probably responsible for the 
poor turnout for the Thursday

Equal Rights Amendment 


“TIME FOR WOMEN TO GET THEIR EQUAL

“It wasn’t easy.” That is the 
only way to describe the strange 
course that the California 
Legislature took to make this 
the 22nd state to ratify the 
Equal Rights Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution. 

But nevertheless, yesterday it 
became official. On a vote of 53 
to 15, the Assembly passed 
Senate Joint Resolution 20, 
authored by Senator Mervyn 
Dymally of Los Angeles. This 
offically made California 
number 22 on the list of 
ratifying states. 


But, it really wasn’t easy. First 

the Assembly before the 
pre-election recess passed 
Assembly Joint Resolution 17, 
authored by Assemblyman 
Walter Karabian, (D) Montery 
Park, the Equal Rights 
Amendment. 


Meanwhile, over in the State 
Senate, the Seante Rules 
Committee, the domain of 
Senate President Pro Tempore 
James Mills heid the whole 
matter up in committee. Mills 
was opposed to the Equal Rights 
Admendment. Finally Mills 
agreed to let it out of committee 
and allow the whole Senate to 
vote on it. But instead of passing 
out of committee the Assembly 
Resolution 
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the Assembly, Mills and the 
Rules Committee, defeated AJR 
17, and passed out Senate Joint 
Resolution 20, essentially the 
same thing, the Equal Rights 
Amendment. In addition they 
voted down the Assembly 
Karabian Resolution. 


Finally the Seante appporoved 
SJR 20, the Equal Rights 
Amendment on a 28 to 9 vote 
last week, But this meant that 
the measure had to go back to 
the Assembly for apporoval, as 
the Senate Resolution had not 
been heard by the Assembly. 


So at last, yesterday, the 
Assembly heard the resolution 
and passed it. But again, it 
wasn’t easy. The resoluiton was 
not passed before the Assembly 
heard a lengthy debate. 


Lame Duck Assemblyman 
Charles Conrad (R) Sherman 
Oaks said the Equal Rights 


Amendment, if passed, would 
cause chaos with the price to be 
paid by women , not men, and 
that it would cause damage to 
relationships, In 


personal 
addition to that, according to 
Conrad, it would make women 


subject to the draft, and it 
would open up all abortion laws 
But Assemblyman. Walter 


Katabian, galling tor arraye vote 
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Ernestine Perrie drew upon her background as 
a member of an old Italian family of actors, 


and her own experience as director and 


adapter of a touring show called “Worlds 





on the east coast, to speak to a crowd of about 
100 people in the Little Theatre last Friday. 


A local production of ‘“‘Worlds of Shakespeare” 


of Shakespeare,’’ which visits coliege campuses 


stated that the ‘“Amencan 
people weren't ready for 
McGovern’s honesty and 
openess.”’ He feels that 


McGovern is not a stereotyped 
politician. “McGovern is a little 
amateurish, but open.” Once 
again he stated that the 
“American people aren’t ready 
for that kind of life, open 
honesty.” 

The American people do not 
want it, rather than they are aot 
ready for it.

in carrying the debate, said that 
it would extend the provisions 
of the 14th Amendment of the 
constitution to all citizens, and 
that experts have testified that 
Congress probably will not 
extend the draft to women, as 
they have the power to exclude 
whomever they want from the 
draft; and that it will not change 
abortion laws, stating that it will 
still be up to a woman and her 
doctor. Karabian went on to 
saying “* the male will have no 
role to play in the decision of 
abortion,” and it is not a matter 
of the male’s social role to be 
involved in the abortion 
decision. But Karabian also 
warned that the Equal Rights 
Amendment will not aqualize 
lay in California overnight. 


Assemblyman Bud Collier (R) 
South Pasedena, who 40 years 
ago left Alabama, but still speaks 
with a strong southern accent, 
told the members of the 
Assembly he didn’t understand 
why the group 
supported ERA had designated 
him a member of the “Barefoot 


women's 


and Pregnant Club.” Collier 
voted against KRA betore, and 
again yesterday. 

In a hallway utside the 
Assembly Chambers after the 
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people are aware of this and this 
is the basis on which Nixon 
governs.

Astrological Birth Control 


A new section in the 
“Astrological Birth Control 
Techniques class which is 
being offered by Alternative 


Education will open up today, 
Tuesday, Nov. 14th. The class 
will be held in Anthro. 302 from 
1:10 to 1:25 p.m. Anyone 
interested in enrolling in the 
class should just show up at the 
first or second class meeting 
The class will meet twice a week, 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays, and 
will run for four weeks. 

This will not be a class in 
astrology, but rather, a class 
which will examine the findings 
of a team of doctors in 
Czechoslovakia who have 
established that there are not 
just one, but two periods every 
months when it is possible for a 
woman to get pregnant. One of 
these periods, they have found, 
can be precisely defined by 


astrological calculations which 
were done by a computer. This 
has made it possible for them to 
prescribe a natural rhythm 
method of contraception, which 
has proven to be about 98% 
effective by over 30,000 
European women. This method 
is becoming so popular that the 


Catholic Church in 
Czechoslovakia has approved it 
as a moral method of 


contraception. 

Students in this class will 
learn how to do their own 
calculations so that they can use 
this method if they so choose 
No previous knowledge of 
astrology is necessary, as the 
class will simply make use of 
tables prepared by the computer 
to make the calculations.

Dr. Bond also spoke out 
strongly against the quota 
system method of categorizing 
people and as such he feels that 
their use is immoral. He stated 
support for President Nixon’s 
Affirmitive Action Program in 
reaching more members of 


minorities as bogh college 
students and in the work force 

On the question of our 
players being declared ineligible 
to play sports because of the 1.6 
grade point ruling, Dr. Bond ts 
considering several plans. One of 
the alternatives he mentioned 
was either withdrawing from the 
NCAA and going into another 
organization or ultimately 
dropping intercollegiate athletics 
altogether. He feels the ruling is 
discriminatory and that each 
university should set up their 
own standards. The question of 
the governing board going back 


is currently doing work above 
the acceptable level.

Less than 2.8% of the CSUS 
students voted in the last special 
election, November 8th and 9th. 
That is definitely a poor 
showing, with shades of apathy. 

in spite of the poor turnout, 
Monica Marzron was elected 
Education Senator with 44 of 
the 47 vetes cast. She was 
unopposed. 

For the Arts and Sciences Seat 
5, Nathan Naese was elected 
with 42 of the 75 votes cast. His 
opponent Roger Linder carreid 
33 votes. 

For the Faculty Senate 
Representative (Lower Division) 
Sue Clemons won over Edgar 
Carpenter 62 to 27. 

Cecilia De Cuir was chosen 
College Union Representative 
with 136 of the 368 votes Diane 
Pinkerman received 125, and 
Peter J. Caven 107 of the votes. 

All the Constitution 
Amendments passed with 
convincing margins. 

The election came and went 
without most students’ 
awareness, but the fact remains 
that only 2.8% voted. When 
controversy arises, tne ASCSUS 
will be able to point to this 
turnout indicating that the 
students blew their chances of 
having a representative student 
government.

Can a woman really overpower 
aman? 

“You'd better believe it,” says 
Midge Marino, 34, Physical 
Education instructress at 
California State University, 
Sacramengo. 

Her class, P.E. 329 B or Self 
Defense for Women, presents 
some prollerms. “It’s against a 
woman's nature” she explains, 
“to hurt anyone.” 

This is why the women in her 
class must train not only their 
bodies, but their minds, she 
stresses. “It’s kind of hard to 
teach them that they have to be 
mean and violent. if they are

Women who come to Miss 
Marino’s twice weekly judo 
classes (through the San Juan 
Recreation Department ) hoping 
to learn self defense are usually 
disappointed Miss Marino 
explains that women, and men, 
all over the world are practicing 
judo not as self defense, but as a 


sport. 

Of her class at CSUS, she 
declares. “It’s not a judo course 
It’s strictly self defense. It trains 
a person in a short. amount of 
time to protect themselves and 
gives precautions to take in the 
home. on the street in the car, 
anyplace.” 

“There are a lot of things,” she 
explains, “that people just don’t 
realize that you can do to a 
person to really hurt them, to 
get away from them.” 

Miss Marino credits the 
Women’s Caucus with getting 
her course on the curriculum. 

“I had taught two self defense 


clinics, and assisted in one 
all-day through the women’s 
athletics program,” she explains 

“Some of the girls that are in 
women’s studies were in this 
clinic. They decided to have one 
for just the women’s group on 
campus. so | had one with them 
They felt it was such a good 
thing that they wanted to tray 
and get it into the curriculum 
They're the ones that really 
weng to bat and pushed this 
thing through.” 

‘In this day and age,” Miss 
Marino asserts, “I think all 
women should have a 
self-defense course.”

The Second Chapter of the 
‘*Goldwater Gospel” resumes 
with verse 18: 18 And it came to 
pass, in the year that Franklin 
Roosevelt became President, 


that Ronald was a young man of 
one score years: he was a comeiy 
man, and fair to look upon. 19 
And Ronald laboured in his 


father’s grocery store, and his 
father was well pleased with 
him. 


20 Now in those days there 
were many abroad in the land, 
scribes and teachers, professors, 
and those of that sort: 21 
Sowers of false liberal doctrines; 





false prophets and economists 
Keynsians and Democrats; these 
apostles went abroad throughout 
the land, spreading the doctrines 
of Keynes and Roosevelt of the 
four terms.

IN REBUTTAL TO THE NUCLEAR POWER PLANT 


by BRUCE MCNITT 

A Chinese philosopher 
said that when we are working 
for what we believe in, and we 
are attacked for doing so, we 
should feel glad, because it 
probably means that we are 
being ef‘ective. In this light, ! 
wish to thank Mr. Anthony 
Mazy for his comments about 
me in Friday's Hornet. However, 
I must answer his charges. 

| had hoped that a reply might 
come from SMUD, because then 
I could suggest an equal trade 
the Hornet could print their 
side, and they could print the 
side I am presenting in some of 
the publications they have about 
nuclear power plants. I have 
never seen anything in their 
publications that speak of the 
dangers of nuclear plants. I have 
only seen the “pro” side. 

It would be impossible in the 
limited space of the Hornet to 
fully answer all the charges he 
makes, but I shall try to answer 
some of the main ones briefly. 

With regard to the claim that I 
wrote in ‘‘half truths, 
generalities, illogical 
mud-slinging, and wide spread 
vagueness,’ and used “gross 
distortions”, I urge the reader to 
carefully consider both articles, 
his and mine, in the light of 
these charges. I would like to 
urge also that the reader 
consider the source or lack of 
source for the information used 
by the authors to support the 
claims they make. 

Mazy asked first of ail why I 
did not give the number of 
scientists warning of the dangers 
of nuclear power plants, 
implying that there was 
something dishonest in my 
statements. Beyond the fact that 
knowing the exact number is 
obviously impossible, it is also 
common knowledge among 


once 


anyone with even the most 
rudimentary knowledge of 
nuclear power plants that a 


“growing number of scientists 
are indeed becoming increasingly 
concerned”, as I said. Please 
forgive me if I sound harsh, Mr 
Mazy, but if your investigations 
had gone beyond looking at 
P.G.&E. ads and speaking with 
the public relations people from 
SMUD, you would have known 
that 


or persuade SMUD to do so, for 


the public to see. 

You might reply that such tests 
are unnecessary, because SMUD 
can extrapolate with computers 
from the tests of the subsystems, 
and predict the results. We must 
remember, however, that 
computer are not flawless. They 
are only as good as the 
assumptions and information fed 
into them. While computers are 


amazing machines, when the

You said that I “carefully 
overlooked” the fact that the 
Emergency Core Cooling System 
is not one system, dut a network 
of subsytems, and that these 
subsystems are tested 
frequently. How did I overlook 
it when I stated mght in my 
article that they had 
“parts”? 

They can test the subsystems 
all they want to, and they can all 
work perfectly when tested 
independently of each other, or 
even in partial combination 
However, if the emergency core 
cooling system is ever needed, it 
is not enough that they all work 
independently of each other 
they must all operate together. 
I ask you, Mr. Mazy, can you 
tell us when and where they 
have all been tested together, 
under operating conditions? If 
there are any tests, besides the 
future ones planned by the AEC 
in 1974 or 1975, I challenge you

results of failure could be so 
disasterous, with such terrible 
loss of life, the public deserves 
more. They deserve a full scale 
testing 

The fact that the Indaho test 
was not an exact duplicate of 
any of the ECCS’s variations 
that exist does not refute what I 
said. It was not intended to be 
an exact duplicate. It was 
intended by the AEC to serve as 
a model for gathering 
information about what would 
happen in the SCCS. AEC has 
admitted that the test results 
were not what they had hoped 
for, that the model did in fact 
fail the tests. 

If the model does not apply, as 
you claim, and as the AEC 
sometimes claims, all that would 
mean is that the ECCSs have not 
had a test of even a model, 
under full operating conditions. 
Gotman and Tamplin point out 





(“Poisoned Power”, p. 163-164) 
(The authors. Dr. Gofman and 
Dr. Tamplin, are physists who 
were hired by the AEC in 1963 
to do ong term study of the 
safety of nuclear power plants.) 

If you will carefully reread my 
article, Mr. Mazy, you will find 
that your “rebuttal” misses in its 
attempt to speak to the issues I 
raised with respect to the 
Brookhaven Report 

The significance of the 
Brookhaven Report today lies 
not in the technology of the 
particular Plants considered 17 
years ago, but in consequences 
of possible radiation release. The 
consequences to humans of 
radiation release would be just as 
serious today as in 1957. 

The _ possibility. of radiation 
release in the event of ECCS 
failure is still there. Dr. Gofman 
and Dr. Tamplin, in answering 
these same charges about the 


Brookhaven Report, pointed out 
that, “The AEC takes it so 
seriously that in 1965, the 
Commission admitted in writing 
that the consequences of 
accidents could be even more 
serious than was indicated in 
1957.°’ (fbid., p. 355) The 
reason it could be more serious 
is because the plants are roughly 
5 times larger today, and contain 
5 times as much radioactive 
waste from the operation 

I would also like to point out 
to Mr. Mazy that I never stated 
or implied that a nuclear plant 
could have a nuclear explosion. 
That is not the danger. The 
danger lies in the possibility of 
radation release in the event of 
ECCS failure. There are other 
dangers as well, but they will be 
discussed in future articles 

A reply to the reaminder of Mr. 
Mazy’s arguments will be printed 
in tomorrow’s Hornet.

The new position was created at 
the urging of the campus 
Women's Caucus. 

Members of the caucus first 
went to the Faculty Senate with 
their proposal in the spring of 
1971 and received their approval 
for an Advocate. The proposal 
was held up by administrative 
problems ung the fall semester 
of 1972. At that time President 


Hyink reopened the argument 
and the position was finally 
granted. 


Final approval of the proposal 
came last spring and the newly 
created vacancy was advergised

nationally. The final deadline for 
applications was Septemger 15, 
1972. 

The Selection Committee, 
consisting of two staff women, 
two faculty women, two student 
women, and one woman 
administrator, is currently 
reviewing the applications, 
which numbered over seventy 
Their decision will then go to 
the President Bond who will 
make the final selection 

When the Advocate is selected 
she will be working in a 3/4 time 
position for the academic year. 
Her functions will include the 
following:

The California Medical Facility 
at Vacaville, California, is a 
prison for the mentally ill. 

The prison’s professional staff 
includes psychiatrists, 
psychologists, sociologists and 
specially trained 
psychotherapists. 

Along with the treatments 
specifically undergone by the 
inmates, they’re permitted to 
participate in many 
self-organized projects. 

One of the projects is known as 
the Volunteers of Vacaville. This 
inmate organization offers tapes 
recording and large print services 
to visually and physically 
handicapped persons, including 
students attending any school in 
the United States. 

There are no fees or charges for 
individua | students. 


And for students who may 
have had a reading handicap, the 
Volunteers of Vacaville can 
provide tapes for them to 
complete their reading 
assignments. However, the 
student or the school must 
reimburse the Volunteers of 
Vacaville for each reel used. 

The Volunteers of Vacaville has 
been in operation for more than 
10 years at the California 

., Medical Facility. It has been 
, awarded a federal grant to 
continue it’s services. Most of 
the funds have been used to 
ygerchase modern printing 
machines, as well as special 
machines to print in braille for 
the blind or partially visually 
handicapped students. 

The Volunteers of Vacaville are 
members of the National 
Association for Visually 
Handicapped, National Braille 


Volunteers Of Vacaville 


Association, and California 
Transcribers, and Educators of 
the Visually Handicapped. 

Any blind or visually 
handicapped sstudent may send 
the Volunteers of Vacaville any 
texts he wants recorded. 
However, to avoid duplication 
the student should check the 
specially prepared Volunteers of 
Vacaville master tape library 
catalog. The catalog lists many 
tapes which are available from 


their organizational master 
library. 
Another source for tape 


information is the Clearinghouse 
Depository for the Visually 
Handicapped. It is located in 
Sacramento and may be reached

The National Academy of 
Sciences rejected a motion by 
obel Laureate William Shockly 
that it act to resolve his theory 
that Negroes, by reasons of 
heredity, are intellectually 
inferior to Whites.

Shockley, co-inventor of 
the transistor and professor of 
engineering science at Standford 
University, has been trying since 
1966 to get the academy to 
tackle his theory that the Negro 
race is inferior to the white race 
in intelligence because of 
heredity. 

He has said his research 
“led me inescapably to the 
opinion that the social and 
intellectual disadvantages of

American Negroes arise 
primarily from genetic causes.” 

But in his formal 
resolutions, he has avoided 
mention of race, asking the
